The Opening of The Fifth 


Seal Brings Its Cry of 
“How Long, O Lord?” 


It seems there is a premium 
offered to those who suffer mar- 
tyrdom. We may not have 
reached the place in our experi- 
ence that we can realize this, 
but it is evident that many in 
ancient times got a glimpse of a 
special reward to those who suf- 
fered death by persecution. 

This spirit in the saints of 
God today is steadily pulling 
them into some unknown depths. 
They sometimes think it is the 
gifts of the Spirit they need, 
and sometimes they think there 
are some revelations or visions 
that God wants to disclose to 
them. 

The other day in our worship 
we were singing about following 
Jesus and rejoicing in our hearts 
because we were on the way, 
when suddenly it dawned upon 
my mind that possibly we do not 
know fully what it means to fol- 
low Hita. I turned quickly to 1 
Peter 2:21 and read, ‘‘For even 
hereunto were ye called : because 
Christ also suffered for us, leav- 
ing us an example, that ye should 
follow his steps.” 


This verse is all I read, and | 
suppose it made a deeper im- 
pression on me than any one else, 
but I will say that the Holy 
Spirit invited something to my 
heart at that moment that made 
the verse almost seem new to 
me although I had read it, I sup- 
pose, a thousand times before. 

There are two points in this 
verse that are worthy of our 
notice now. These are days of 
vengeance. These are days of 
which the prophets have spoken. 
And they are days that call for 
God’s people to get a little deeper 
into this verse. The two points 
are, Suffering, and Follow His 
steps. We were called to suffer- 
ing, and He left an example for 
us to follow His steps. 

He suffered and bore His suf- 
fering patiently. He was mar- 
tyred and His martyrdom is the 
example that He set for us. 
‘‘Leaving us an example,’’ says 
Peter, ‘‘that ye should follow his 
steps.”? I am sure He would 
not mark out a way for us to fol- 
low that would not be the very 
best for us. But we may not 
have seen this best part yet. 
We have chosen that ‘‘yood part”’ 


of sitting at His feet, like Mary,: 


and enjoying His presence and 
fellowship, and listening to His 
sweet voice as He talks to us, 
but we may not have seen there 
is still a higher plain thau this 
upon which we may find some- 
thing ‘better.’ 

I have read of a class of peo- 
ple that have had their eyes on 
something “‘better.” They could 
have enjoyed the ‘‘good part,”’ 
but by delving into spirituality 
a little deeper than others they 


discovered the riches, fuller, 
sweeter, ‘‘better,’? and nothing 
else would satisfy them. ‘‘And 


\others were tortured, not ac- 


cepting deliverance; that they 
might obtain a better resurrec- 
tion.” (Heb. 11:34.) Having 
once got their eyes on it, they 
were not satisfied without it. 

This convinces me that they 
had a deeper insight into spiri- 
tual things than some of us have, 
for we are not so far along 
but what we naturally shrink 
from persecutions and suffering. 
Judging from the reading of this 
history they must have welcomed 
martyrdom. They must have 
seen in 1t some better thing than 
to die a natural death among 
friends and loved ones. At any 
rate they would not accept de- 
liverance though it was offered 
them. 


History records some striking 
sentences from the pen of Igna- 
tius who flourished immediately 
following the apostles. It is said 
he was apprehended in Syria and 
taken to Rome and fed to -wild 
beasts. On his way thither he 
wrote, “From Syria to Rome, I 
am contending with wild beasts 
by land and sea, by night and by 
day, being tied to ten leopards, 
the number of the military band, 
who,even when treated with kind- 
ness, only behave with greater 
ferocity. But in the midst of 
these iniquities, [ am learning. 
Yet I am not justified on this 
account. May I be benefited by 
those beasts that are in readiness 
for me, which I also pray may be 
quickly found for me, which also 
1 shall entice and flatter to de- 
vour me quickly, and not to be 
afraid of me as of some whom 
they did not touch. But, should 
they perchance be unwilling, | 
will force them. Pardon me; | 
know what advantage it will con- 
fer. Now I begin to be a disci- 
ple. Nothing, whether of things 
visible or invisible, excites my 
ambition, as long as I can gain 
Ohrist. Whether fire, or the 
cross, the assault of wild beasts, 
the tearing asunder of my bones, 
the breaking of my limbs, the 
bruising of my whole body, let 
the tortures of the devil all as- 
sail me, if I do but gain Obrist. 
Jesus.”’

He was 
so delighted with the prospects 
ahead, and the glories which 
awaited him that he declared 
that if the beasts seemed a little 
dilatory and would not hasten 
npon him he would entice them. 
He did not want them to be 
afraid of him and not slay him. 
And, listen! hear him say, ‘I 
know what advantage it will 
confer.’? This convinces me that

Dear Evangel Readers: 

I received the baptism with 
the Holy Ghost last October and 
have the evidence as in Acts 2:
